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The frigid weather during the 
Christmas weekend caused problems at 
homes and businesses throughout south 
Alabama as water pipes froze and 
eracked; however, the most severe 
water problems occurred at the New 
Brockton Elementary School, where 10 
classrooms were filled with water 
3-inches deep. 

The modern school has water pipes 
and a sprinkler system located above 
the ceiling and the pipes froze as the 
temperature outside dipped to 7°. The 
pipes broke due to the cold, and as the 
water thawed out, it fell thru the ceiling 
into the classrooms. A neighbor heard 
the school’s alarm on Monday, Dec. 26, 
and called a school official, who 
discovered the massive leaks (the alarm 
sounds automatically when the system 
is On) 

While the classroom furniture was 
not damaged, water stood 3-inches deep 
in 10 classrooms and over 200 pieces of 
Celotex were ruined. 

The water was vaccumed from 
the rooms, the carpet dried out and the 
pipes repaired as workmen from as far 
away as Pensacola, Montgomery and 
Dothan began repair work, which will 
cost several thousand dollars. 

Principal Charles Cole stated the 
work will be completed soon, and school 
was scheduled to open as expected on 
January 3.

A report prepared recently by the 
Association of County Engineers of 
Alabama took a detailed look at the road 
system across the state and con- 
cluded that 47.1% of the paved county 
roads in the state needed resurfacing at 
a total cost of over $250 million.

How 
we need people today that 
are willing to fight a good 
fight for the cause of Christ. 

Yet we find more and 
more today that people 
would rather complain about 
defeat, rather than stand up 
and fight to change that 
which needs changing. It 
seems that most people 
would rather suffer defeat 
than go to the trouble to 
resist. 

Many people, even in 
high places in our churches, 
will SUGGEST that a 
program, no matter how 
good, nor who it may reach 
for Christ, or what good it 
might do - may not be worth 
the trouble. 

We have seen in the past 
two-week revivals with 
morning and evening 
services become one-week 
revivals; then three-day 
revivals, with only evening 
services. We have seen 
countless witness programs 
fall by the wayside because 
nobody would go witness. 
We have seen bus ministries 
fall because the visiting or 
driving of the bus was too 
much trouble - or else it cost 
too much. 

We have seen church 
services cancelled because it 
was some kind of holiday, 
even the Lord’s Birthday ; 
the most - or at least one of 
the most - important services 
in the church. Prayer 
meeting has been forsaken 
It seems we have arrived at 
the place where if it is the 
Lord’s work, it is not 
important. We have time - or 
will make time - for every- 
thing else, but not the Lord's 
work and the church. I even 
have people tell me they get 
their church from the TV; 
and maybe that's alright, but 
| have never seen a TY set in 
the hospital holding the hand 


of, and ministering to, a 
person on their death bed. 
I've never seen a TV 
ministering to and trying to 
help that person with a 
broken heart, or a drug 
addict. But then, maybe that 
i$ not important either. 

One thing I do know - we 
are a long way from having 
the testimony of Paul. We 
are not fighting a good fight, 
nor are we keeping the faith, 
if, in our lives, everything 
that is done for God is too 
much trouble; or if going to 
church and supporting that 
church is too much trouble, 
or cost too much. 

God help us to have a new 
vision in 1984.

Imagine diabetics 
enjoying such delicacies as 
chicken-mushroom crepes 
and strawberry pie, and 
dining out in fast food and 
gourmet restaurants. 

For years, many of the 12 
million diabetics in this 
country thought that along 
with eliminating sugar from 
their diets, they had to steer 
clear of starches and stick to 
bland foods in order to com- 
pensate for their bodies’ 
insufficient production of in- 
sulin, a hormone essential in 
the metabolism of carbohy- 
drates. 

The diabetics of the 
1980's, though, are shunning 
monotonous diets and dis- 
covering how to maintain

Alabama taxpayers can 
contribute to the prevention 
of child abuse and neglect by 
donating part of their state 
income tax refund to the new 
Child Abuse Trust Fund. 

‘‘When you fill out your 
tax return for 1983, you can 
contribute to the fund by 
checking item 34-c on the 
form,’’ said Leon Frazier, 
commissioner of the state 
Department of Pensions and 
Security. ‘‘Your contribution 
will benefit children by pro- 
viding funds for child abuse 
prevention programs in 
Alabama.”’ 

Even if you don’t qualify 
for a refund, Frazier said, 
you can contribute by 
checking item 34-c and 
adding you donation to your 
tax payment

Prevention Board, created by 
an act of the Legislature in 
August of 1983.

Department of Pensions and 
Security, but Fraizier and 
nmiembers of his staff are 
working with the Board to 
help inform the public about 
the need for funds and how 
they will be used. 


Half the funds collected, 
Frazier said, will be distri- 
buted by the Board to 
community services and 
programs to prevent child 
abuse and neglect. Half the 
funds will be invested for 
future use. 

Projects to receive funds 
will be selected by the Board 
from grant proposals. Pro- 
jects will be chosen after the 
Child Abuse Trust Fund 
monies are in place and after 
they are released by the state 
Revenue Department for use 
by the Board. 

‘*Although we don't know 
what projects will be selected 
to receive funds, we do know 
a great deal about programs 
that have been successful 
and of which we need more,” 
said Frazier. ‘‘We find that 
programs to educate parents 
in child care and home 
management go a long way 
toward preventing abuse and 
neglect. We need money to 
provide more counseling 
services to families in 
trouble, and we need more 
chapters ‘of Parents 
Anonymous, the organiza- 
tion that works with parents 
who have abused or 
neglected their children.” 

Last year, statewide, the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security received almost 
24,000 reports of child abuse 
and neglect. Social workers 
agree that the actual number 
of instances of abuse and 
neglect is much higher than 
the number reported.

Barbara Ritch, diabetes 
education coordinator at 
Brookwood Medical Center, 
said that in the past, 
“Diabetics often restricted 
themselves to very simple 
diets, eating the same dull 
foods every day for 15 to 20 
years."’ She added that this 
led to diabetics becoming 
bored with their diets, re- 
sentful of the disease, and 
less likely to take care of 
themselves. 

‘Today. diabetics are 
learning that as long as they 
do not eat simple sugars, 
avoid over-using salt, and 
monitor their caloric intake -- 
the same measures everyone 
should take for bette. health 
-- they can eat almost anyting 
anyone else can.” 

Giving diabetics tips on 
managing their disease is the 
goal of ‘‘Sugar Free Facts,” 
a free quarterly newsletter 
produced by Brookwood for 
diabetics in the Birmingham 
community and throughout 
the state of Alabama. The 
publication includes imagi- 
native recipes, articles on 
diabetes written by experts 
in the field, and pointers for 
adjusting diet or insulin 
when activity and exercise 
increases. 

‘‘Many diabetics see 
themselves as sick people 
who will be sick for the rest 
of their lives,"’ said Ritch, 
who created the newsletter 
two years ago. ‘That's 
heartbreaking. We want 
diabetics to realize that they 
can live normal lives. they 
don't have to go blind, lose 


a leg, or suffer kidney 
failure. Research shows that 
by learning how to make 


intelligent, but not boring, 
food choices and adjusting 
their insulin, diabetics can 
control their disease without 
it controlling them.”’

TIMBER PRICES 

In November, pine pulp- 
wood sold for an average of 
$20 per cord in this area. The 
highest price was $25 per 
cord and the low price was 
$16. 

The average price for 
pine sawtimber was $196 per 
thousand board feet. The 
high was $227 per thousand; 
the low was $166. 

The price a Coffee County 
owner receives will vary, de- 
pending on the number of 
acres, size of the timber, tree 
grade, hauling distances and 
other factors. However, you 
can use this price informa- 
tion as a guide in deter- 
mining a fair selling price for 
your timber. 


PECAN SPLITTING 

We have had visits and 
calls this fall about pecans 
splitting. The one | have 
seen are normal in size and 
quality, however, the pecan 
has a lengthwise split. 

Pecan specialist, Bill Goff 
at Auburn, said splitting can 
be caused by three factors: 

1. Wet conditions in 
late summer and fall, 
especially if it has been dry 
before it turned off wet. The 
idea is that the rapid 
development of the kernel 
builds pressure faster ‘than 
the shell can expand. 

2. Some varieties such 
as Wichita, Sumner, Schley, 
and Woodard are much more 
prone to premature splitting 
than others. 

3. In some cases, 
splitting was reduced when 
potassium fertilization was 
high. Late applications of

CASADAY 
nitrogen worsen the 
problem. Calcium, if 


deficient, may also worsen 
the problem. 

Goff suggests taking soil 
samples annually and ferti- 
lizing accordingly. Be sure 
to keep potassium levels high 
and the pH near 6.5. Apply 
fertilizer such as 8-8-8, 
10-10-10, or 13-13-13 by 
February 1. Apply 
ammonium nitrate at the 
same time. 


WHEAT DAMAGE 

Norris Walden, lives on 
Bellwood Road, has some 
early planted wheat and 
some late planted wheat. He, 
along with other growers, is 
concerned about wheat 
planted in December. The 
younger the wheat, the 
greater the damage when 4 
hard freeze occurs. 


Dr. Don Ball, at Auburn 
University, told me that if the 
wheat is not physically 
spewed up out of the ground, 
that it will most likely survive 
and do all right. In those 
areas where it is pushed 
completely out of the ground 
the stand will be weakened. 

I have had two or three 
calls about planting wheat 
this time of the year. We do 
not generally recommend 
planting wheat after 
December 1. Wheat planted 
now would not come up to a 


stand until after mid 
January. Yields would be 
greatly reduced. 

GOOD FEED 


Malcom Bruce of the Ino 
Community has some of the 
finest rye growing I've ever 
seen. He has a problem with 
it, though. In areas of the 
field it is not growing as 
rapidly as it should. We sent 
a soil sample in to be sure 
he has enough lime. Slow 
growth is one sign of a low 
pH. 

Bruce planted _ this 
grazing fairly early. With the 
good rains we are having, the 
grazing is making good 
progress. 

If rye or other small 
grains are to be grazed, be 
sure to start your cattle on a 
mix which will reduce the 
possibility of grass tetany. A 
lot of farmers have lost some 
of their best cows due 
to magnesium deficiencies. 
This is easy to prevent and 
fairly easily treated, but most 
cows are dead when found. 
An ounce of prevention is 
worth a ton of cure. 


PERFECT 

I get a copy of all soil test 
reports that are sent in by 
Coffee County farmers and 
homeowners. This week | 
got my copy of a soil sample 
sent in by Frank and Al Britt 
of Rt. 4, Enterprise. They 
had sampled these fields 
where peanuts will be 
planted. I don’t think I’ve 
ever seen a report like theirs. 

All fields showed the pH 


at 6 or above. This is 
excellent, Also, in every 
field the potassium, 


phosphorus, magnesium and 
calcium were high. This 
proves that those fields are 
ready to produce an 
excellent crop of peanuts 

The laboratory at Auburn 
did not recommend anything 
except one-third to one-half 
pound of boron per acre put 
either in the fertilizer or in 
some of the leafspot control 
sprays. We have known for 
several years that peanuts 
respond to fertilizer and lime 
put out years ahead of 
planting. This is an excellent 
example of fields being in 
perfect condition for a high 
yield of peanuts. If these 
folks don't produce good 
peanuts in 1984, I'll blame 
the Britts, not the soil.

USDA Continue Restricting Exports Of 


Contract Additional Peanuts Products 


Under Secretary of Agri- 
culture Daniel Amstutz said 
the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture will retain restric- 
tions on the export of 
contract additional peanut 
products to Canada and 
Mexico. USDA had 
requested comments on the 
issue on May 18. 

The restriction had been 
in effect since 1978 and had 
become an issue due to the 
substantial price, differential 
between the U.S. and world 
market prices for peanuts, 
Amstutz said. 

“This rule was imple- 
mented to protect against the 
possibility of contract ad- 
ditional peanuts being pro- 
cessed into products in the 
United States, exported to 
Canada or Mexico, and then 
imported back into the 
United States in competition 
with quota peanuts for a 
share in the domestic 
market,”’ he said. 

“Through the 1978-81 
crop years, prices for 
contract additional peanuts 
were near the quota loan 
rates and it was not eco- 
nomical to export, process 


and import the products back 
into the domestic U.S. 
market."’ 

However, Amstutz said, 
recent legislation and weak 
world market prices other 
factors, have made it pro- 
fitable to reimport into the 
United States peanut 
products made from contract 
additional peanuts that were 
purchased at prices lower 
than statutory minimum U.S. 
domestic edible prices. Re- 
importation of these products 
would displace quota 
peanuts in the domestic 
edible market, resulting in a 
monetary loss to the U.S. 
government. 

“Ht is desirable that we 
minimize the potential cost to 
the government of the 
peanut program,’’ Amstutz 
said, ‘‘and USDA has deter- 
mined that Canada and 
Mexico shall continue to be 
ineligible countries for the 
purpose of exporting contract 
additional peanuts in the 
form of products other than 
seed products. 

The notice of this action 
will be published soon in the 
Federal Register. 


Farmers Requested lo Comment On 


Eliminating Form Contract For Peanuts 


The U.S. 
Agriculture 


Department of 
has issued an 
interim rule eliminating a 
requirement that peanut 
producers and handlers use a 
USDA contract form, when 
producers contract their 


additional peanuts to 
handlers, according to 
Robert English, Chairperson 
of the Coffee County ASC 
Committee. This means that 
contracting parties will have 
increased flexibility to arrive 
‘at mutually agreeable terms. 

The elimination of the 
form contract, called CCC. 
1005, does not eliminate 
other program requirements 
For example, all contracts 
between producers and 
handlers must be filed at the 
County ASCS Office by April 
14. 

In order for the County 
Committee to approve a con- 
tract, it must contain the 
following items, according to 
Mr. English. 

1. The name and 
address of the producers. 

2. The state and county 
code for the state and county 


in which the additional 
peanuts are to be grown. 

3. The name, address, 
and registration number of 
the handler. 

4. The amount of segre- 
gation 1, 2 and 3 peanuts in 
pounds 

5S. The contract price 
shown as a percentage of the 
quota peanut support rate. 

6. The signatures of the 
producer and the handler or 
authorized agent of the 
handler 

This new regulation will 
apply to producers and 
handlers who will be con- 
tracting for 1984 crops of 
additional peanuts, and if 
approved, the rule will apply 
to the 1985 crop. The public 
has been invited to comment 
on the elimination of the 
form contract. Comments 
must be recieved by USDA 
by February 6, 1984.

This 
service is provided to users 
free of charge. The only 
expense to the school was 
the purchase of the equip- 
ment required to convert the 
micro to a terminal. 

The computerized career 
information system offers 
counselors readily available 
information on occupations, 
training programs, financial 
aid, two- and four-year 
colleges, graduate schools 
and armed services occupa- 
tions. This information is 
available on a state and 
national basis.

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Pre-Dawn Blaze Lights Up Sky 


A spectacular pre-dawn blaze on 
Thursday, Jan. 5, completely 
destroyed a home on West Simmons 
Street, in Elba, and kept firefighters 
from Elba, New Brockton and Opp 
busy for almost two hours before 
being brought under control. 


The blaze, which was reported at 
approximately 5:00 a.m., quickly

engulfed a wood frame house at 804 
W. Simmons and threatened a 
neighboring apartment complex. 
Elba firemen battled the blaze, but 
couldn’t get it under control and 
radioed both New Brockton and Opp 
for assistance. The three 
departments were able to control the 
blaze; however, it was impossible to 
save the structure. 


Dr. Willard Crabtree, the 
principal at Zion Chapel High 
School, had rented the home for 
several months but had moved 
during the holidays. He reported 
that a small amount of furniture was 
still in the house, including several 
antiques, and that he had planned to 
move the items the day of the fire. 


City In Good Financial Shape 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday, January 9, with all 
members except Councilman 
Charles Kennett present. The first 
item of business was the presenta- 
tion of the annual audit by Enter- 
prise accountant Winston Brunson. 
He told the council that the city 
finances were in better shape than a 
year earlier with an increase in 
equity of $271,000 from the previous 
year. 

As usual the audit showed the 
city lost money on the sewer sytem, 
as maintenance problems in the 
sandy, wet Elba soil continues to 
push cost above income. During the 
past year this added cost was 
$17,700. : 

The audit revealed that Elba 
received over $281,000 in state and 
federal grants during the past year. 
Part of these funds were used in 
operating vital city services (police 
department uses revenue sharing) 
and some was one-time matching 
grants for recreational parks, etc. 


The Elba volunteer fire depart- 
ment-has recently elected officers 
and this election must be approved 
by the city council, which did so 
without discussion. Those elected 
and unanimously approved are 
Charles Cox, chief; Collis Parrish, 
assistant chief; Robert Miller, cap- 
tain; Benny Wilkerson, Lt.; Donald 
Lawford, Secretary; William Law- 
ford, Treasurer. 

A resolution on hiring of the 
handicapped was approved. It is 
required for the city to continue 
receiving revenue sharing and other 
federal funds. 

Also a resolution was unanimous- 
ly approved opposing the abandon- 
ment of the Seaboard Coastline 
Railroad from Elba to Enterprise. 
Mayor English told council members 
that he had received a letter from the 
Railroad stating they planned to file 
with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in Washington on 
January 24, a petition to close the 
spur line. English said the city was 


joining with affected industries, 
other governing bodies and the Elba 
Chamber of Commerce in opposing 
the action. 

Bids were approved on purchase 
of lights for the new tennis courts. 
The lowest of three bids received 
was from All Phase Electric Whole- 
salers for $8,886.23. The lights will 
be installed by the Elba Water and 
Electric Department. 

Bills totaling $3800.32 were 
approved for payment, as was 
payment for gasoline for $7,000- 
plus. English reported that efforts to 
lower the telephone bills had 
succeeded in cutting the bill from 
near $1000 a month to a little over 
$500. 

Charles Marler appeared before 
the council and complained about 
illegal activities in his neighborhood 
on weekends. He grumbled that the

Elba City School Board Discusses 
Major Renovation Plans 


The Elba City School Board met 

last Thursday in a short session. The 
‘oard ‘members were told by Super 
intendent John Osburn that plans for 
the massive high school renovation 
project were at the State Department 
of Education and approval was 
expected in a couple of days. He 
correctly predicted that advertising 
for bids would begin in The Elba 
Clipper this week. 

The project is estimated to cost in 
excess of $500,000 and will be 
funded in part by some state capital 
outlay bond funds and partially by a 
$250,000 pledge from the City of 
Elba. The school system has on 
deposit $270,000 that must be used 
for construction, plus some addition- 
al funds still in Montgomery that will 
be used for some new buses and 
possibly to supplement this project. 


Osburn explained that «#0 
additional project to add a new 
larger band room, expanded athletic 
locker room/weight room, and some 
work on the football field was waiting 
on city council action fund-wise 
before proceeding. This plan 
tentatively calls for construction of a 
new band room of 2500 square feet in 
the area of the old burned out gym. 
The athletic department would 
acquire the old band room for 8 
conditioning area, as it adjoins the 
gym, locker room and coaches’ 
office. Restroom facilities on the 
visitors’ side of Leroy Miller Memo- 
rial Stadium would be added and 
new/improved lighting installed. 
One estimate on the total cost of this 
second project is $150,000. 

The annual audit of the school 
system: was presented to board 


members with a notation that it was 
the most complete audit ever com- 
pleted on the system, due to new 
auditing standards for city school 
systems, similar to those done 
previously only on county systems. 
The audit found no major problems 
but did note that additional checks 
and balances were needed on the 
cash accounts, something Osburn 
said was a problem due to the limited 
staff in his office. 

The public meeting ended with 
the school board going into executive 
session at Osburn’s request to 
discuss a personnel problem. 

The next monthly meeting is 
scheduled for February 2, but will 
possibly be postponed a week, as is 
often done to allow office personnel 
time to prepare end-of-the-month 
reports for the board. 


County Commission Will 
Need Money To Pay Bills 


The Coffee County Commission 
met for the first time in almost a 
month on Monday, January 9, at the 
courthouse in Elba and held a short, 
but very active meeting. 

Present at the meeting were 
Commission Chairman Marion 
Brunson and Commissioners Charlie 
Mack Martin, Rex Boutwell, Billy 
Eagerton, Eugene Bradley and 
Gilmer Grant. Marvin Bowden was 
absent due to illness. 

After the routine approval of the 
December 12 minutes, County 
Engineer Frank Charlton formally 
introduced new assistant engineer 
Tim Simpson. Simpson, a recent 
Auburn graduate, has been with the 
county since mid-December, 1983, 
but was attending his first meeting. 

Chariton told the commission & 
heavy machinery company had 
repaired a bulldozer, but said the 
bulldozer was not operating 
properly.
